All dormant roses,except Austrian, should be cut back fully one-half or more, 
as soon as planted; this will insure a vigorous growth of new wood upon which 
the flowers are produced. Asa general rule, at least one-half of the previous 
season’s growth should be cut off early every spring before the sap starts. The 
weaker growing sorts should be pruned more severely than the stronger growing 
kinds. 

Remember that all roses, except Austrian, produce flowers on the new wood. 

The soil for roses should be made deep and rich. An occasional application 
of weak liquid manure is also beneficial. They richly repay all care bestowed in 
this respect. ; 

All roses, even perfectly hardy sorts, are benefited by a slight covering of 
leaves, straw or evergreen branches to protect them from the extreme cold of 
winter. 


ROSES ON THEIR OWN ROOTS. 


Our roses are all grown on their own roots, and should our plants incline to 
throw up suckers from the root, encourage them in this, as such branches will pro- : 
duce the same flowers as the older portions of the bush, and often in greater pro- 
‘fusion. The difficulty with budded roses is their liability to throw up suckers 
from the wild portion of the root; they are usually much stronger than the 
branches produced on the budded portion and soon choke out the valuable wood,
